handled skillfully and in a manner 
which showed careful preparation and 
a strict adherence to the actual con- 
ditions, past and present.

grown in their own gardens. Yon 
comincnco with strawberries:

Yon pick 
perhaps from six to twelve quarts n 
day. 
Yon havo them on (ho table, if 


you plense, at breakfast, dinner rtnd 
tea, and yon want little else except 
bread and butter. In one way or an- 
other the, family consumes about eight 
quarts a day, and while they last no 
medicines for bodily ailments are re- 
quired, as a quart of strawberries 
daily will generally dispel all ordinary 
diseases, not permanently in the sys- 
tem. After strawberries comes rasp- 
berries, and they last about three 
weeks. Then we have blackberries, 
the cultivated varieties. Next currants 
ripen, and they remain until early 
grapes mature. So taking the season 
through any family with half an acre 
of land in garden can grow small 
fruits that make country life delight- 
ful and at the same time save hun- 
dreds of dollars in table supplies.— 
Farmers Tribune.

How to Cure Hams 


There may be a hundred readers in 


all Southern California 
who raise 


hogs, although (hero is good reason 
why there should be thousands, and 


. tho following recipe for curing hams 
! may be very acceptable to the sensible 
hundred: 


"Rub the hums \\ith.lry salt and 


drain for twenty-four 
hours. 
Mix- 


four quarts of salt, threo pounds of 
brown sugar, one pound of saltpeter, 
four ounces of salt prunella and four 
ounces of bruised juniper berries to- 
gether and boil iu six quarts of water. 
Cool and skim tbo brine, then take 
the hums from the salt and wipe dry. 
Pour tho cold pickle over theai and 
rub well into the meat. There should 
be enough brine to cover tho meat. 
Turn [tho hams every second day for 
three weeks, after which take out, 
wipe dry aud rub a mixture of pepper, 
salt and bnm thoroughly into the 
meat. 
['Hint with liquid extract of 


smoke or plutv in u regular smoke 
house. Hams shrink about ten per 


slowly on filthy swill ::nd garbage. 
The clover ui;:J hay-fod lio^s, topped 
oil' with corn »nd skim milk, pay 
better by fur than any of tho swine 
raised in the pea where filth and mire 
make up their environments and taint 
all their foods. The hog may have a 
pretty good digestion, but it is possi- 
ble to injure it in time, if we continue 
to feed it with bad food To make the 
animals continue to grow in a thrifty 
condition we must feed them good, 
wholesome 
food under proper sur- 


roundings. 


"Ivcw, water ^lays a most impor- 
tant part in the health of all animals. 
We *iust take a certain anrount of 
liquid into the stomach to keep it in 
good condition. The modern clover- 
fed :hog and corn fattened pig does 
not :get as much liquid in tis food us 
the old swill fed animal, and it is 
necessary to supply the creature with 
water to make up for the deficiency. 
Cteun water purifies tho system and 
wasiies out the stomach, tending to 
disintegrate and carry away the solid 
matter that may accumulate in the 
stomach. Impure, filthy water clogs 
the system more and often causes iu- 
teruul irritation. Tho hog will appar- 
ently drink filthy water end this has 
led flome to think that it mattered 
little whether clean or dirty \vutx\r 
wa» supplied.

Job of Medicine Han Equal to Death

Redding—Louis Thomas, an Indian 


medicine man, met a terrible death 
at the hands of his own people near 
Buruwy Valley this county. Thomas 
had been treating a sick woman near 
Burney. She continued to grow worse, 
and, fearing she would die if the 
medicine man was not sacrificed, it is 
believed his Indian companions mur- 
dered him. 


Monday night Thomas was one of a 


largo uuiubor of ludiaiis who partici- 
pated in a dance at Indian rendezvous, 
about three miles from Litterels, near 
Burney. Tlia Indians are of the Hat 
Creek tribe, extremely superstitious 
and still adhering to the ancient 
traditions of their 
ancestors. The 


dance broke up about midnight and the 
Indians left for their various homes. 


About 1 o'clock six shots and pierc- 


ing shrieks of Indians were heard by 
Barney Valley folks. Several of the 
residents arose and proceeded to in- 
vestigate. They found Thomas's body 
perforated with bullets, lying in a 


Yue~head had been severed and kicked 
several yards away. Not a red man 
was about. Nearly twenty feet from 
where the body lay were found several 
empty 44-caliber cartridges, and a 
bloody knife that had been used. On 
Tuesday the District Attorney and 
Coroner went to Burney to investigate. 
It WM at this spot, that, two years 
ago, Shavehead Bob killed 
Indian 


Mike, for like reasons, and two years 
before that Pete, another medicine 
man was killed and his head kicked 
through town.

not be duplicated aud which would 
challenge the admiration of the civi- 
li/ed world. While the idea of a large 
standing army is repugnant to the 
American mind, it is true, neverthe- 
less, that the United States has ap- 
proached nearer to a standing army 
than ever before. It is prepared to de- 
fend tho Monroe doctrine, tho mainte- 
nance of which many leading states- 
moil believe will precipitate tho next 
war.

OIIP of the most recent applications 


tf ehrono photography— by which !• 
Meant photography applied by means 
iif ji series of short nnd rapid exposures 
to the representation of moving objects 
In successive positions— has been de- 
vised in France for the study of the 
swimming motions of fish. A rayflsh 
was chosen as the 
'iliject of Investiga-
